It is the 
same way as in the different coun­ 
tries. An Englishman leaves his wife 
and daughters outside while he goes 
into the “p ublic” and gets a drink. 
The German takes his whole family 
to the op en air garden and all 
drink 
beer together. 
And then the band 
p lay s! 
A Ger­ 
man band never wearies in well doing 
p rovided it is sup p lied with p lenty of 
refreshments. 
Our band begins with 
a 10 o’clock in the morning concert, 
p lay s at meal times and in the after­ 
noon and evening.

Every time there is

band is there, and it does every thing 
from 
Wagner to

walk with

cabin, including Julia Marlowe—Julia 
is our star p assenger and there is 
considerable cr-mp lalnt 
because she 
does not 
come out and mix with the 
best of us. 
On the first voy age John 
D. Rockefeller was “it.” 
John made 
quite a rep utation as a “mix er” and 
once “set up ” a small bottle of Ap olln- 
aris water to a 
friend. 
But Julia 
sticks to her stateroom and is being 
talked about. 
She p robably doesn’t 
mind i t I really sup p ose she is ly ing 
around in a wrap p er or a kimono en­ 
joy ing the trip better than coming 
out and being stared at. 
The only 
p erson on board who is considered 
p rop erly “stuck up ,” is the man who 
wins the “p ool.”

has been carried on by investigators 
in France. 
It is too early as y et to 
announce definite results,

p rogress of the tests is being watched 
with interest by scientists all over the 
world. 
Incidentally it has been ascertained 
that, by the help of simp le ex p edients, 
a tree may be induced to absorb very 
large quantities of fluids —the p rocess 
adop ted by the North Dakota station 
consisting 
in fastening a large in­ 
verted bottle, 
by a strap 
or 
some 
means, to the trunk, and connecting 
the mouth by a rubber tube with a 
hole bored in the bark two or three 
feet lower down. 
The “head” thus 
given to the w ater or other liquid in 
the bottle Is sufficient to force It Into 
the living tissues of the tree, caus- 
it to be taken up into the circulatory 
sy stem and distributed even to the 
most distant branches.

necessary to increase 
the price 
of 
dairy 
products. 
Hence, 
beginning 
August 1, 1906, the price of milk will 


be (Hi cents per quart, and cream 25 
cents per quart.

Lady Astronomer to Mem­ 
bership. 


Mrs. 
Willi&mina 
Paton 
Fleming, 
curator of photographs at Harv ard ob­ 
serv atory , has been elected 
an 
hon­ 
orary member of the Roy al Astronom­ 
ical society , and is therefore the first 
American woman to receiv e such dis­ 
tinction In the world of astronomy . 
Only two other women, Lady Huggins, 
widow of Sir William Huggins, and 
Miss Agnes 
M. Clerke, 
hav e 
been 
granted a similar distinction. 
Mrs. Fleming, states the Boston Her­ 
ald, has occupied an Important posi­ 
tion In the Harv ard observ atory for 
the last 25 y ears. 
The 
Dr. 
Henry 
Draper fund, established *n 18 8 6 by 
his widow, Mrs. Anna Palmer Draper, 
of New York, made possible the elab­ 
orate work of photographing the con­ 
stellations, and Mrs. Fleming, at the 
head of this department, has achiev ed 
magnificent results. One of Mrs. Flem­ 
ing’s v aluable contributions to the field 
of astronomy Is the Draper catalogue, 
which 
contains 
a classification 
of 
10,000 stars, showing the position and 
brightness of each. 
Of the 98 fifth ty pe stars which art 
known to the astronomical world Mrs. 
Fleming discov ered all but 15, 
Since 
18 8 7 there hav e been 11 new stars dis­ 
cov ered, and of this number the loca­ 
tion of eight stands to the credit of 
Mrs. 
Fleming. 
The 
corporation 
of 
Harv ard, recognizing the signal abil­ 
ity of Mr*. Fleming, appointed her an 
officer of the college a few y ears ago. 
Mrs. Fleming Is a persistent worker 
and rarely takes a v acation—indeed, 
under circumstances which would pre­ 
v ent the ordinary person from indulg­ 
ing in serious work she clings to her 
task with a fidelity that is remark­ 
able. 
In summer instead of seeking 
rest she usually pursues her arduous 
studies at the observ atory . 


OLD 
STONE WELL MOVED. 


Uid Down Hill Without Ev en Mak­ 
ing the Water in It 
Muddy . 


The 
residents of Bainbridge are 
much ex cited ov er a remarkable lan d ­ 
slid e which took place on the south 
side o f that v illage recently , fo r sec­ 
tions o f the hill continue to slide away 
at interv als. 
The slide, reports th e 
Chillicothe 
News-Adv ertiser, 
is 
on 
what is known as Higgins hill, where a 
stone quarry has been operated for 
man y y ears. 
The hill was ov er 40 feet high, and 
a great deal of v aluable rock had been 
remov ed from it during the last few 
y ears, but the greater part 
of 
th* 
broken 
stone and 
earth 
has 
been 
dumped on the hillside. 
The recent 
wet weather caused this to loosen and 
a portion of the hill commenced to 
slide on Thursday night, and has been 
going down ev er since. 
A mud roadway , which was used by 
teams to bring down the stone, was 
entirely obliterated, but the remark­ 
able part of the slide' is that an old 
stcne well which was on the top of the 
hill slid down the embankment for a 
distance of 22 feet and was not de­ 
stroy ed. 
The well, which is 16 feet deep, has 
ilway s had from 12 to 15 feet of water 
in it, and there is an old windlass on 
the top. As has been stated, that well 
did down the side of the hill, windlass, 
to n e an d water, and it did not ev en 
atre turbidness of the water. 
The 
v iiu I!ass, which Is nearly worn out, 
juneurs as good to-day as it was before 
ae well mov ed. 


GARDENING IN THE WEST. 


Conditions 
of 
Prairie Agriculture 
Which the Av erage Easterner 
Hardly Understands. 


Out in the western prairies, the gar­ 
den has a new set of conditions, but 
the commoner v egetables 
are easily 
grown in this semi-arid region if the 
garden be irrigated, say s the Garden 
Magazine. 
The soil is deep, rich and 
comparativ ely new, so there is no need 
to add fertilizer. The one thing needed 
here at 2,248 feet elev ation is water in 
the earliest spring. And for economy ’s 
sake our v egetable gardens are placed 
sufficiently near to the house so that 
the one well can serv e the two. During 
the four months, Nov ember, December, 
January and February , 
the 
av erage 
monthly rainfall is only about half an 
inch, y et the av erage annual precipita­ 
tion is 20.35 inches. This means that, 
while in 
the 
spring 
and 
summer 
months there is a liberal supply of 
moisture, the ground may be so dry 
in the early spring that the garden 
plot must actually be watered before 
It can be put in good condition for 
planting. Fancy that, y ou easterners! 


LANTERNS KEEP OFF BEARS 


Weat Virginia Stock Raisers Hav e 
Nov el Way of Protect­ 
ing Sheep. 


In the Williams riv er country 
of 
Weet Virginia the bears are greatly 
<m the increase, and there is a blue 
grass settlement about 
the ex treme 
head of the riv er called Beav er Dam 
which has all but been driv en out of 
the sheep business by bears say s Recre 
ation. 
This is a hardship to 
small 
landowners whose farms lie at too 
great an elev ation to raise grain. 
On the Black mountain run one man 
claimed to hav e identified the signs 
of 117 bears in one day ’s hunt. 
That 
seems a good many bears, but I hav e 
hunted and fished so long and 
told 
about my adv entures at so many camp­ 
fires, that I cannot consistently deny 
any thing. 
Nev ertheless, ev ery now 
and then a hunter runs on to a bear 
and kills it 
Premeditated killing of 
bears Is rarely known, as this wisest 
of the forest animals knows well how 
to av oid men. 
A rabbit Is courageous 
compared to a black bear. This shows 
the superior intelligence of bruin. 
About 20 y ears ago, an unarmed fish­ 
erman killed a bear with a large stone 
at the Red Hole. 
He was resting at 
the top of a precipitous bank of Mauch 
Chunk shale when a bear, chased by 
dogs, came into the riv er and passed 
at the foot of the bank. The man cast 
a large stone down 
upon 
it 
and 
stunned It so that he was able to kill 
It. 
It was a two-y ear-old. 
The oc­ 
currence is well authenticated. 
The 8 heepkillers are generally the 
biggest bears of them all, and are v ery 
wise. 
They nev er enter a field with­ 
out first making a complete circuit to 
see if a, man has crossed the fence. 
If he has they “ withdraw.” One sheep 
raiser found that hanging half a doz­ 
en lighten lanterns about his farm 
caused the bears to leav e his flock se­ 
v erely alone.
